Consistency helps

Children find it easier to 

learn when learning con- 

ditions are constant. 

Parents should remember 
that they cannot always be 
perfectly consistent from 
day to day or situation to 
situation. 

Rules tend to enforce 
consistency, But as children 
grow, rules and how parents 
deal with those rules will 
change. 

For children to learn the 
lessons of social life and feel 
secure while doing so, 
however, parents should try 
to be consistent in at least 
four ways 

—Parents should be 
consistent from situation to 
situation, Then children need 
not spend great energy 
figuring out what parents 
are going to do next 

—All benefits when both 
parents agree on a’ common 
set of rules and make 
uniform behavioral demands 


children to learn 


of children. Parents need to 
agree with each other about 
how to rear and discipline 
their childr because 
disagreement confuses the 
children. To avoid confusion, 
resolve disagreements when 
children afe absent. 

—Commands should be 
consistent with parental 
examples. Children learn 
their values and beliefs more 
from examples set by adults 
than from ‘verbal in- 
structions. - 

—Children have trouble 
understanding inconsistency 
between verbal and non- 
verbal 'messages. As one 
little boy said to his mother, = 
“Your mouth says you love 
me, but youj;eyes say you 
don’t.” When children 
receive mixed messages, 
words that tell one thing and 
non-verbal cues that suggest 
the opposite, they may 
become confused about 
which message to follow 
Parents should be sure they 
aren't sending inconsistent 
me:

Riverfront headquarters for 
Bi-State to be ready in '80 


The Bi-State Development 
Agency , Board of Com- 
missioners on Wednesday 
awarded to Robert R. Wright 
Inc, a $4.4 million contract 
for renovation of Bi-State 
transit’s planned 
headquarters in Laclede's 
Landing. 

Gerald A. Rimmel is board 
chairman, and the com- 
missioners include Carl E. 
Mathias of Granite City, 
Renovation of the historic 
Christian Peper Tobacco 
complex at 715 N. ist St. has 
received White House 
recognition as one of the first 
projects funded under the 
Urban . Mass .. Transit 
Administration’s new Urban 
Initiative Program. 

The UMTA program was 
triggered by President 
Jimmy arter’s urban 
policy, which is intended to 
focus federal spending on 


‘helping urban leaders im- 
‘prove cities. . 


Rimmel emphasized that 
the $4.4 million ‘total is in 
capital funds, of which 80 
percent will be provided by 
the federal government, and 
that these funds will not take 
away from funds provided 
for operation of the bus 
system, nor could they be 


_used for that prupose. 


Work on the renovation 
should begin about Dec, 1 
and will be completed one 
year from now. 

Charles Houghton, Bi- 
State executive director, 
called ‘the action by the 
board ‘a’ giant step forward 
toward fulfillment of a three- 
year-old dream, 


“Many people at Bi-State 
have worked long and hard 
on this Laclede’s Landing 
project. We see this as a red 
letter day for the agency and 
a positive step toward im- 
proving our efficiency of 
operation. 

“The area also should 
benefit economically from 
Bi-State’s presence on the 
Landing. We estimate that at 
least 100 new jobs will result 
from lease of the com 
mercial areas.”’ 

According to John Booth, 
Bi-State director of 
engineering, ‘Renovation of 
the Christian Peper building 
will be one of the most cost- 
effective measures Bi-State 
has taken, because in the 
long run it will allow us to 
reduce our operating 
overhead by at least $200,000 
a year. 

“The renovation cost is $20 
per square foot cheaper than 
the cost of comparable new 
construction. And the rental 
income should offset the 
local and operating costs of 
the project. 

“This will be one of the 
most energy-efficient. office 
buildings in thr city. It will 
incorporate a passive solar 
system that will take solar 
heat and disperse it 
throughout the building. 

“Tt will also incorporate a 
unique, low-cost lighting 
system called ‘task am- 
bient.’ That means light will 
be directed where people 
have to work. 

“In addition, a balanced 
and monitored heating and 
air conditioning system will

“An arcade will be 
created, with glass 
storefronts set back from the 
exterior masonry face of the 
building. A landscaped 
series of terraces with 
benches for public use will 
occupy the space between 
the exterior of the buiding 
and the storefronts.”’ 

Laclede’s Landing, one of 

ew remaining historic 
in St. Louis, was 
placed on the National 
Register of Historic Places 
in 1976. It consists of a 
cluster of old warehouse 
buildingS lining narrow 
cobblestoned streets in a 
three-square-block area on 
the Missouri side of the 
riverfront between the Eads 
and Martin Luther King Jr. 
bridges. 

Chairman

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Botulism poses a threat 


Some familiar meats now 
require extra special care

Next time you pick up a 
package of hot dogs or a 
pound of bacon at the gor- 
cery store, read the label. 

Some familiar-looking 
meat products require new 
and special care. 

Some bacon, frankfurtez, 
salami, bologna and other 
cold meat products are no 
longer preserved or cured 
with the nitrite or nitrate 
that, gave them the long 
refrigerator life we are used 
to. 

Because traditionally 
cured and the ‘uncured’ 
products rest side-by-side at 
the meat counter, you must 
read the label to know what 
they are getting. 

The “uncured” label on 
meats means you must treat 
these products just like fresh 
pork or ground beef. 

The new, uncured frank- 
furters, bacon and lunch 
medts keep safely in the 
refrigerator only four to 
seven days, rather than the 
two to-three weeks meats 
cured with nitrites would 
maintain their safety and 
quality. 

Nitrite acts as_ both 
preservative and enhancer 
of color and flavor in meat. It 
preserves meat by 
preventing the growth of 
germs that causes diseases 
such as the deadly botulism 

But recent concern about 
the safety of nitrites 
prompted the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to 
require alternative curing 
proces:

Some scientists regard 
additives, like nitrite, 
harmful to human health., 
Others are concerned about 
reports linking nitrites to 
cancer in laboratory 
animals. The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture ruled to 
provide nitrate-free 
processing, in order to 
provide consumers the 
option of purchasing nitrite- 
free products. 

Consumers now must 
protect themselves from 
botulism and other toxic 
substances that can grow in 
the uncured meat, These 
rules should be followed to 
keep uncured meat safe. 

—Refrigerate uncured 
meat products immeiately 
after you buy them, and keep 
them refrigerated until you 
use them. 

—Don’t leave them at 
room temperature for more 


than a few minutes. in} 

—Don't pack uncured’ 
bologna sandwiches in °a 
brown bag lunch if you can’t 
keep the sandwiches cold 
until lunch time. 

—Freeze the meat in its 
original packaging or wrap 
tightly in aluminum foil or § 
freezer paper. 

—Defrost the meat in the>! 
refrigerator. or by ems 
mersing it in a water tight” 4 
wrapper in cold water. 

If the meat requires <s 
cooking, cook it thoroughly 
or, according to package 
label directions. 

—Refrigerate leftovers: 
promptly and use them{:] 
within there to four days. 

—Carry uncured meat

The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics of the U.S 
Department of Labor has 
just reported that job-related 
deaths decreased from 4,760 
in 1977 to 4, 590 in 1978 for 
private employers with 11 or 
more employees. 

This represents a decrease 
of about four percent from 
the 1977 level despite an 
over-the-year employment 
rise of five percent. 

Based on the hours at 
work, the fatality rate fell 
from 0.91 in.1977 to 0,82 in 
1978 per 10,000 full-time 
workers—a 10 percent 
reduction, 

The information on deaths 
resul’- from new in- 
formation supplied by 
employers who also report in 
the bureau’s Annual Survey 
of Occupational Injuries and 
Illnesses. 

Following are some key 
findings: 

1. During 1978, over-the- 
road motor vehicle accidents 
(cars and trucks) accounted 
for 29 percent of the job- 
related deaths and aircraft 
and crashes accounted for 
seven percent. 

2. Heart attacks accounted 
for. nine percent of the 
fatalities. 

3. Thirteen percent of 
deaths resulted from falls, 
with half occurring to con- 
struction workers. 

4. Nine percent of the 
fatalities: resulted from 
industrial vehicles and 
equipment accidents. 

5. Construction industries, 
employing five percent of the 
workers, accounted for 20 
percent of the fatalities. 

6. The services industries, 
representing 21 percent of all 
workers, accounted for only 
eight percent of the deaths, 
nearly half due to over-thi 
road motor vehicle accidents 
and aircraft crashes. 

7. Six of every 10 fatalities 
from contact with electric 
occurred to workers in the 
construction, transportation 
and public utilities in 
dustries 

8. Of all the deaths due to 
being struck by objects, over 
half occurred in manufac- 
turing. This industry also 
accounted for 61 percent of 
the deaths due to inhalation 
of gases. 

The 4,590 work injury and 
illness fatalities in 1978 for 
employers with 11 or more 
employees represent all 
deaths reported resulting 
from an occupational injury 
or illness that occurred in 
1978, regardless of the length 
of time between the injury 
and death or the length of the 
illness resulting in death. 

Of these, nearly 500 were 
illness related, primarily 
due to heart attacks. 

The Occupational Injuries 
and Illnesses Survey is a 
federal-state program in 
which reports are received 
and processed. by state 
agencies participating with 
the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 

The occupational fatality 
statistics reported through 


the annual survey are based 
on the records which 
ployes maintain under 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Act of 1970. Excluded 
from coverage under the Act 
are working conditions 
covered by other federal 
safety and health laws. + 

The survey covers ¢m- 
ployers in private industries. 
Excluded are the self- 
employed; farmers with 
fewer than 11 employees; 
and employees in federal, 
state and local govenment 
agencies 

In a separate reporting 
system, agencies: of | the 
federal government ‘gre 
filling reports with |the 
secretary of Labor ¢éom- 
parable with those of ‘the 
private sector. ; 
'The Bureau said that about 
one in every 11 workers, on 
the average, in the, privite 
economy experienced a job- 
related injury or illness 
during 1978. 

The survey, based +on 
reports of 1978 experiences 
submitted during 1979 -by 
employers in the , private 
economy, shows an. in- 
cidence rate of 9.4 injuries 
and illnesses per 100 fuil- 
time workers compared with 
a rate of 9.3 per full-time 
workers in 1977. | 

Although the injuries ard 
illnesses increased by six 
percent, they were 
proportionate to the rise in 
the number of workers and 
their hours on the job. 
Therefore, the rate of ,in- 
juries and illnesses . cOn- 
tinued at virtuatlly the same 
rate in 1978 as in 1977 

About 5.66 million work- 
related injuries, occurred 
during 1978, up from the 5.30 
million level of 1977. 

The number of injuries 
involving lost, worktime 
increased nearly 300,000— 
from 2.1 million to (2/4 
million. Injuries that did fot 
result in lost worktime -in- 
creased by 66,000. The 
average number of days 
16—per lost workday injuty 
remained the same as in the 
previous year. 

About 38.2. million work- 
days were lost due to work- 
related injuries during 
1978—up from 35,2 million in 
1977. Translated into a rate 
per 100 full-time workers, the 
rate moved from 60 fost 
workdays in 1977 to 62.1yin 
1978. 

Lost time injury . rates 
increased in seven of the 
eight industry. divisions 
between 1977 and 1978; only 
in thé finance, insurance atid 
real estate division did ‘thie 
rate remain at the 1977 level. 

The largest over-the-year 
change in the injuty -in- 
cidence rate for an industty 
division was in construction, 
which rose from 15.2 to 15.8, 
although the rate of Jest 
workdays declined from 
109.7 to 108.1. an 

About 143,500 recognized 
occupational illnesses were 
estimated for 1978, com-

Coal-coke 
research 
need noted 


Increased scientific input 
is needed to help solve the 
manufacturing, pollution 
abatement and byproduct 
handling problems of coke- 
making in America, a 
symposium was told last 
week in Washington. 

Fifty experts from in- 
dustry, government and the 
academic and _ research 
fields explored these areas 
at West Virginia University, 
Morgantown, W. Va., under 
the joint auspices of the 
National Science Foundation 
and the American Iron and 
Steel Institute. 

‘The meeting is expected to 
lead to proposals for specific 
university research projects, 
to be funded by government 
and industry. 

The intelligent design of 
new facilities or the im- 
provement of the existing 
process must make use of 
both basic sciences and 
engineering sciences, Dr. 
Norman A. Robins, Vice- 
President, Research, Inland 
Steel Co., said in a keynote 
paper. 

He reviewed problems 
associated with the 
manufacturing of coke, and 
some of the approaches to 
solutions achieved to date. 

One aspect of the coke 
situation is the fact that the 
United States steel industry 
has become dependent to an 
important degree on imports 
of coke. This dependence is a 
threat to adequacy of steel 
production in the future, it 
was asserted. 

The basic research needs 
of coke-making were 
described by Dr. Richard 
Thompson of Bethlehem 
Steel Corp. 

The status of engineering 
sciences was described by 
Jim Graham, director of the 
British Carbonization 
Research’ Association. 
Following these presen- 
tations, the meeting broke up 
into working groups to 
consider specific areas for 
detailed examination.

Granite City Chief of 
Police Ronald J. Veizer 
today noted vehicle 
registration figures that 
reflect the car buyers’ trend 
toward smaller, lighter, 
more fuel-efficient vehicles 
and had this advice for 
motorists: 

“Winter driving research 
has both good news and bad 
news for motorists who drive 
smaller cars under winter 
slick road conditions.’” 

Chief Veizer said he Has 
combined available in- 
formation from accident 
reports with formal winter 
driving tests conducted by 
the National Safety Council’s 
Committee on Winter 
Driving Hazards. Committee 
findings and recom- 
mendations have long been 
endorsed by the Inter- 
national Association of 
Chiefs of Police. 

“First the good news,"’ the 
chief continued, ‘ta sub- 
compact car is likely to 
require a shorter distance in 
a panic stop on ice than a 
compact car, A compact car, 
in turn, is likely to require a 
shorter distance than a 
standard car, according to 
committee findings. 

;'That's good for the 
smaller car drivers,’ Chief 
Veizer pointed out, ‘because 
stopping distances for the 
lighter cars can be as much 
as 25 percent shorter.” 

The chief cited the bad 
news, according to the skid 
testers’ findings: First, the 
smaller, lighter cars develop 
less breakaway traction than 
standard size cars on ice.

Where studded tires may 
be used legally, they help. 


Tires with new studs on the 
rear wheels reduce braking 
distances about 19 percent on 
ice. 

Tire chains are the best 
self-help for stopping on ice, 
where they cut braking 
distances by 50 percent as 
compared with regular high- 
way tires 

When it comes to getting 
started and keeping going: 

On ice conventional 
snow. tires develop about 28 
percent more traction ability 
than regular tires; studded 
snow tires provide about 
three times and reinforced 
tire chains about seven times 
the traction of regular tires 

On loosely packed snow 
conventional _snow__tires 
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Winter driving tactics vary for smaller cars 


develop about half again as 
much pulling. ability as 
regular tires; while. rein- 
forced tire chains provide 
about four times the pull of 
regular tires. 


As for the performance of 
radial tires: 

Contrary to the impression 
of many’ motorists, radial 
tires are not necessarily a 
substitute for snow tires for 
driving on snow and ice. The 
performance of radial tires 
varies widely and is 
dependent on tread con- 
figuration; that is, a snow 
tread will perform as a snow 
tire; a regular tread will 
perform as a regular high- 
way tire. 


In spite of the help 
provided by traction aids for 
stopping and starting, Chief 
Veizer concluded, per- 
formance is nowhere equal 
that on normal dry 
pavement 

“Our best advice is to 
reduce speeds drastically. 
Follow other vehicles ata far 
greater distance. Perform 
all maneuvers slowing, 
steering or accelerating — 
with a gentle, delicate touch. 
Easy does it!"”

City cuts insurance cost 


Granite City will operate 
under a new workmen's 
compensation program that 
is expected to reduce its 
insurance cost by ap- 
proximately 50 percent over 
a three-year plan accepted 
by the council last week 
. The aldermen gave their 
approval toa program of self 
insurance developed for the 
city by Arthur J. Gallagher 
Co, of St. Louis which 
possibly may reduce the 
city’s workmen's com- 
pensation premium cost. to 
about $66,000 per year, 
compared to a_ present 
premimum cost of $130.000 a 
year 


Council members ap- 
proved the proposal after the 
St. Louis insurance firm told 
the council that figures in the 
proposal would be 
guaranteed three years. 
Originally the proposal did 
not contain a time clause. 
Chris Koenemann, account 
executive of Gallagher Co., 
presented the proposal a 
month ago, noting that a self- 
assurance plan would result 
in substantial savings to the 
city because regular rates 
have been rising steadily, 
including a 24 percent boost 
in September.While the city 
premiums now run about 
$130,000 per year, the cily

Performance is. the key 
word in a good school 
system, but many school 
officials worry over routine 
activities rather than the 
results of their programs, it 
was:contended last week. 

Two speakers at the 1979 
conference of the Illinois 
Association of School Boards 
urged school board members 
to take a close look at the 
effectiveness of their 
teachers, administrators 
and schools in general. 

Meeting in Chicago, 500 
school board members and 
administrators packed 
meeting rooms to hear 
presentations by Richard P. 
Manatt, a nationally- 
recognized authority on 
personnel evaluation from 
Iowa State University, and 
Fredric H. Genck, a 
management consultant and 
school board member in 
Lake Forest, 

Manatt reminded board 
members that people want to 
know what they are getting 
for their tax dollars, 

The first step in convincing 
the public that schools are 
doing a godd job is to 
evaluate the. performance of 
teachers and administrators 
regularly and “improve or 
remove,” he said 

Genck showed 
officials how to $8 
results of their own school 
district management by 
examining student in- 
struction, public opinion, 
cost control, teacher per- 
formnce and other factors. 

Taxpayers are revolting, 
he said, because they see 
serious defects in the ways 
some schools are managed, 
and he urged school officials 
to ‘go back to the basics in 
school management”

Employment hints topic 
of Future Secretaries

Governmental bodies here and 
elsewhere in Illinois can look forward to a 
degree of stability, thanks to Wednesday’s 
Illinois Supreme Court ruling that upholds 
the constitutionality of the replacement for 
the corporate personal property tax. 

Ordered to end in 1979 by the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution, the personal tax is being 
replaced by an incréase in the corporate 
income tax. Now that the court has spoken, 
financial planning can proceed on a nor- 
mal basis, with no lapse or overlap bet- 
ween the old and new tax. , 

The law adds 2.85 percent to the 4 per- 
cent corporate income tax until 1981, when 
the increase will drop to 2.5 per cent. It 
adds 1.5 per cent to the tax ‘on part- 
nerships, and 0.8 per cent to th 
capital investments by public uti S. 

Rep. Jim McPike of this district, prin- 
cipal sponsor of House Bill 2569, wanted a 
higher corporate income tax increase than 
the final version. But he said Friday he is 

“pleased with the court decision, com- 
menting that it “affirms the formula we 
devised as being a fair and equitable 
replacement.’’ 

‘The constitution did not pinpoint the type 

_ of new tax but said it must be applied to 

approximately the same sources as the 
corporate personal tax. Individuals’ 
personal property taxes were abolished 

, previously, 

. McPike added, ‘The decision also 
. means that schools and local governments 
‘will be spared the fiscal agony of either 
_raising taxes drastically or cutting back 


U.S. should use consistent 


' Whether President Jimmy Carter ‘has 
-had a sufficiently aggressive foreign 
policy is a question that ought not be dealt 
with in great detail during the Iran em- 
bassy crisis. There will be time for it later, 
when international tension has eased. 

Whether the president is being too 
aggressive in seeking re-election is 
another matter. He is being abrasive and 
heavy-handed, and has no inherent right to 
in effect draft all taxpayers into his 1980 
political campaign. 

One example is the Federal Election 
Commission decision to subpoena the 
telephone records of 1,500 New Hampshire 
workers in a campaign on behalf of 
presidential contender Sen. Edward 

Kennedy. Carter partisans allege 
violations of election laws, and Kennedy 
\ backers deny it, asserting that the action 
by the commission constitutes harassment 
by the administration. 

The basic contention is that it was not a 
true draft effort in New Hampshire, but 
instead a portion of a nationally coor- 
dinated campaign, in which case the 
$70,000 expenditure would reduce from 
$264,000 to $194,000 the amount that can 
still be spent in that state. Disclosure of the 
phone records would violate contributors’ 
privacy rights, the motion to quash the 
subpoenas suggests. 

Perhaps such matters require in- 
vestigation, but there inevitably is going to 
be fear of government as ‘‘Big Brother” 
when the powers-that-be turn some of their 
power against rivals. 

An even more blatant example of the 
federal governmental thumb is the way 
“supposedly objective agencies are 
spreading tax money around where there

services to make up for the loss of the tax * 
revenue. 

“The replacement tax will raise $520 
million for these. governments in 1980, 
more than making up for the lost corporate 
personal tax and averting the prospect of a 
massive real estate tax increase. 

“A number of taxing districts in Illinois 
hedged their bets on the Supreme Court's 
decision by overlevying to make sure they 
had enough money in case the 
replacement was struck down. Now that 
the court has upheld the replacement, 
many taxpayers could be hit with an un 
necessary tax hike. House Bill 2840, which 
I am co-sponsoring, would allow these 
officials to correct their mistake and roll 
back their levies to the appropriate 
levels.” 

Some also are urging that the law be 
amended to put a ceiling on the amount of 
funds that can be generated by the 
replacement tax, but in view of inflation it 
would be a mistake to put an arbitrary 
dollar limit into the law. 

Governor James R. Thompson thinks “‘it 
is far too early to worry about caps or 
anything else in the next, session of the 
legislature,” and the approach he has 
outlined seems reasonable: 

“Let's see how the tax works. Let’s see 
what it produces. Let’s see what the 
requirenients of local governments are. 
And let's see how the legislature deals with 
other plans now pending in the General 
Assembly for limitations on taxes and 
spending.”

Illinois Secretary of State 
Alan J. Dixon, a Democratic 
candidate for the United 
States Senafe, last week 
proposed a plan to produce 
10.5 billion gallons of fuel and 
allow the U.S. to reduce 
foreign imports by 10 per-, 
cent. 

The Dixon plan would 
convert 60 million acres of

“There are three major 
reasons why we should be.

“If we eghverted 60 million 
acres of grain toward 
production of alcohol, we 
would produce 105 ° billion 
gallons of fuel. This would 
allow us to reduce our 
foreign imports by 10 per- 
cent.”’ bs 

Dixon's gasohol program 
includes the following 
provisions: ‘ 

A. Streamline the federal 
approval process for 
producing and developing 
gasohol products. 

B. Provide for accelerated 
depreciation of inyestments 
in capital equipment. 

C. Avoid excise taxes on 
gasohol products. 

“It’s foolish for anyone to 
attempt to make a partisan 
issue of our current crisis in 
Iran,’’ Dixon said. “But it is 
time that we faced up to the 
need for alternatives that 
are bold and imaginative. 

“Our American heritage is 
founded on the agricultural 
community. The American 
farmer helped build’ this 
country into the greatest 
nation on earth, I am con- ° 
fident that by once again 
relying on the productivity 
and ingenuity of the 
American farmer, we can 
overcome our energy 
problenis !

“With enrollments 

decreasing throughout the 

country, colleges have been 


* searching for new sources of 


students. What they have 
found is a virtually untapped 
source: the'mature student. 

Records show that the 
average age of students at 
Belleville Area College is 27. 

The right-out-of-high 
school 18-year-olds are here, 
too, but for different reasons 
— close to home, inex- 
pensive, or, ‘I’m here until 
my parents figure out what I 
want to do.”” 

Lucky is the 18-year-old 
who knows what he or she 
wants. 

Mature students have 
waited so long, on the other 
hand, to come back to school 
and have invested so much 
time — sometimes years — 
in considering’ school, that 
when the first step is taken 
nothing, but nothing, is going 
to stand in their way. 

According to BAC coun- 
selor Dr. Helen Mcllvain, 
that first step in'returning to 
¢ollege can be the toughest 
thing anyone will ever do. 

Dr. Mclivain and her 
colleagues have listed myths 
which they believe keep the 
mature students away. 

They are; (1) all college 
students are directly out of 
high school, (2) concerning 
‘women — once you leave the 
work force and stay at home, 
your brain stops working, (3) 
there is a greater failure rate 
among “‘older’’ students, and 
(4) the mature student will 
not be accepted by the 
younger students. 

‘These are myths, BAC 
Stresses. As previously 
stated, many community 
college students are not right 
out of high school, and 
Seientific evidence has 
proved that brain death very 
rarely occurs, if ever, among 
housewives. 

Statistics show the third 
theory to be completely 
untrue. In fact, mature 
students do much better in 
school. ~ 

‘They are r-yre motivated 
to make bett: « *rades, speak 
up in class, and get involved 
in campus activities. 

The fourth myth can easily 
be proved wrong. According 
to one woman approaching 
her 50th birthday, ‘“‘Whether 
or not your are accepted by 
the younger _ students 
depends largely on whether 
or not you accept them.” 

Many times, older 
students can function as 
informal counselors for the 
younger students. And 
younger students may give 
students who are parents 
new ideas for interacting 
with their offspring. 

It’s a two-way street. 
Together, they offer a rich 
eross-section of people 
making up a society. 

People, it seems, have 
unrealistic ideas about 
college. They think you have 
to be smart. It .helps, but 
sometimes average people 
have considerable ability to 
learn, especially in a relaxes 
atmosphere. 

That is why more and 
more students -are choosing 
community colleges. 

This is not to say that 
community colleges only 
enroll dull people. In fact, 
the community college 
system, which offers a one- 
on-one exchange between the 
instructor and student, often 
is a starting point for many 
young and older students 
who might be frightened 
away from what they see as 
a cold, solitary university 
life. 

Community college in- 
structors* are student 
oriented; according to an 
article by Albert Roz in the 
Community and Junior 
College Journab. 

‘They know the students by 
name because of a smaller 
classroom situation. And, in 
Roz’s estimation, a student- 
oriented instructor ‘com- 
plains more about his 
inability to communicate 
rather than the students’ 
inability to learn.” 

In a relaxed atmosphere, 
students can still have 
anxieties about returning to 
the educational en- 
vironment. Men, studies 
show, have fewer problems 
adjusting to the college 
environment than women. 

The mature man who 
returns to education has 


been socialized and is able to . 


adjust to new surroundings, 
new people and new 
challenges. 

Of the men questioned, all 
expressed similar attitudes 
about returning. Some said 
they were stuck in dead-end 
jobs and hoped that learning 
a new trade would bring 
them more employment 
opportunities. Others were 


encouraged by their em- 
ployers to return for ad- 
vancement purposes. 

Most said they were 
receiving veterans’ benefits 
for going to school and this, 
they said, was perhaps the 
major factor in their 
returning to education. 

Women, on the other hand, 
do seem to suffer anxieties 
when starting their college 
career — especially if they 
have been outside the work- 
force for a number of years. 

Upon arriving .at the 
school, a woman is thrust 
into a system of question- 
naires, lines, counselors, 
more questionnaires and 
more lines. 

This can be particularly 
frightening if the woman is 
alone and has never ex- 
perienced the  nerve- 
wracking, time-consuming 
registration crunch. It is 
even worse when she doesn’t 
have her family’s approval. 

Very rarely, though, ac- 
cording to the BAC coun- 
selors, does a woman have 
her family against her when 
she returns. 

But to help with the 
anxieties a woman might 
face upon her arrival, the 
counseling center | has 
created a rap-group called 
Women Returning to 
Education. 

This group was formed to 
help women relate with other 
women in the problems they 
might be having in adjusting 
to college life. 

What is surprising, though, 
is that at first women are 
dedicated to the group and 
enjoy relating with other 
women liké them; but after 
the first few weeks, when 
they become accustomed to 
the routine of their new 
schedules, they lose interest 
in the group. 

The counseling center 
forms the group again at the 
start of each new semester. 
However, it lasts only until 
the participants are com- 
fortable with their college 
life. | 

Several reasons for 
coming back to school were 
offered by women 30 and 
over at BAC. For many, 
their children were grown 
and they needed to fill a void. 

Others found housework 
unfulfilling and decided to 
start a new career for 
themselves. Some wanted to 
simply keep up with 
“today.” 

Many wanted to learn new 
skills or crafts to be used 
either for fun or profit. But 
basically, it was a question 
of economics more 
education equals more pay. 

Statistices show that nine 
out of ten women will work 
outside the home for some 
period of their lives; at least 
six out of ten will work full 
time for three years or 
more; and four in ten will be 
heads of families. 

Women still do not receive 
equal pay for equal jobs and 
the situation is getting 
worse. Therefore, many 
women questioned ' thought 
that they would ‘set their 
goals high; i.e., a master’s 
degree or even a Ph.D. 

For the time and money 
invested in their education, 
they want to receive the 
highest salary possible. 

People today are finding 
the cost of an education to be 
quite a burden. However, 
legislation has been passed 
making it possible for middie 
income families to receive 
financial aid for education. 

Many colleges and 
universities are suggesting 
that students register for at 
least six semester hours of 
classes (two credit courses) 
in order to receive financial 
aid. 

Scholarships are available 
to students of any age who do 
well in school and need the 
assistance. Federal and 
state grarits are available to 
students and there are also 
loan programs for which 
students may qualify. 

BAC has put its own tuition 
reduction plan into effect. 
Area high school valedic- 
torians may now pay only $2 
per credit hour for courses, 
and the very mature student 
(age 60 and over) may also 
pay only $2 per credit hour. 

Whatever reasons there 
are for going to school, 
whether it is for veterans’ 
benefits or for recycling of 
careers, education today is 
for everyone.

Budgeting 
secrets— 
tomorrow 


Impossible? Not yet. 

Anyone can learn “how to 
budget during inflation” in a 
one-day seminar Tuesday at 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville, according 
to Wilbur Campbell, 
assistant professor of 
management and the 
seminar leader. 

Budgeting is a necessary 
part of money management 
and is more important now 
during inflationary times 
than ever before, he 
stresses. He will teach 
techniques for survival in 
inflation-recession periods 
and budget making that 
considers needs, values and 
goals. 

Topics will include con- 
sumer credit, housing, in- 
vestments and buying of 
clothing, food, furnishings 
and appliances. 

Campbell, director of 
vocational education’ at 
SIUE, is liaison officer to the 
Illinois Department of Adult 
Education. He holds a doctor 
of education degree from 
Northern Illinois University 
and has wide experience in 
consumer education and 
related research projects 
and workshops.
